Perhaps the 
des t behind-the- 
scenes chapter of this story of 
Southern people at their best is 
that of Police Chief Herbert Jen- 
kins. His origin was rural Geor- 
gia. He worked hard, was self- 
taught and from boyhood has been 
a church-going man. 


The finest tribute paid him was 
by one of his own officers. Two 
days after the quiet, well-received 
process of desegregation, one of 
his sergeants said, in conversation 
with a newspaperman: 


“You know, I found myself out 
there at one of the schools all 
keyed up to do my job as a police- 
man. There was a time to wait 
and I found myself thinking that 
I was surprised at myself. I real- 
ly have been opposed to desegre- 
gation. I have had maybe the 
usual Southern attitude about Ne- 
groes. 


Things Change 


“It was not more than three or 
four years ago,”’ he continued, “‘I 
was surprised to find myself say- 
ing Negroes instead of niggers— 
as I had grown up to say. I guess 
maybe I wish even now that 
things were the same. But what 
puzzled me was that on the morn- 
ing the desegregation was to take 
place I was dead determined that 
the thing would go off without any 
hoodlums or fanatics, especially 
the juvenile punks, doing anything 
to harm the children who were 
coming to school. And I found 
myself admiring, somewhat to 
my astonishment, the Negro kids. 
I wondered what they and their 
families had felt and talked about 
the two or three days before 
school. I admitted to myself they 
had courage. 


‘You know why I felt like this— 


’ as well as a lot of others on the 


force? It’s the chief. He has 
been having us read things issued 
by the government and sources 
we believed in. He saw to it we 
studied what happened at Little 
Rock, New Orleans, Birmingham, 
Anniston and Montgomery. May- 
be the worst was in Alabama. 
Maybe you saw what that judge 
said about the Montgomery police 
force. A cop has pride in being 
a cop. It made you ashamed to 
read about those in Alabama. 


“But the chief did something 
else. He had us do home work. 
We had to write themes. My boy 
sure kidded me. There I was at 
home trying to write a theme. 
And all the rest of us doing the 
same. Imagine, sweating over a 
theme. The chief had given us 
a factual report on law enforce- 
ment in Southern cities where 
there had been trouble. We each 
had to write 300 words of evalua- 
tion on it. You reckon there is 
another police force in the nation 
where the officers have to write 
themes? A lot of the boys didn’t 
like it. Not at first. But later 
they all took a sort of pride in 
it. A cop is a human being. And 
the chief was, in effect, saying 
to us, ‘Look, study this. You 
are not dopes. Write what you 
think about it.” 


Teen-Agers 


' “So, we did,” he said. ‘We 
came to see what had happened 
in other cities. The worst are the 
teen-agers. I guess they need 
psychiatric help. But, a cop has 
to contend with them when they 
are what they are. Whatever it 
was that got them off on the 
wrong track and made them prob- 
lem kids happens before the cop 
meets with them. He is not a con- 
tributing factor. 


“In all these other cities the 
teen-ager problem crowd was the 
hard core of the mobs and the 
rioters. The chief had impressed 
on us that we could think what we 
liked—but that we were the arm 
of the law. Enforcement of the 
law is our job. Also, in our study, 
we got a new pride in our town. 

“Anyhow,” he said, “there 
wasn’t any trouble. I saw the 

oung Negro kids come in, well 

ssed and polite as the others. 
And | decided this couldn't. be so 
wrong. So, pretty soon school 
was out and everyone seemed 
glad that at last the long antici- 
pated day had come and gone 
and was, really, just like any 
other day. But we couldn’t have 
done it without the chief. He is 
a teacher as well as a chief.”

BERLIN—U:S. servicemen hurled tear gas grenades across Ber- | 


lin’s East-West border at East German policemen twice Tuesday to 
retaliate for the Communists’ spraying them with a water hose. 


The incidents were the first po- 
tentially dangerous clashes di- 
rectly involving U.S. troops and 
armed Communist police forces 
since the Allies began patrolling 
the border Aug. 23. 


The Communist policemen 
quickly retreated to a nearby 
building when the tear gas gre- 
nades exploded. Both incidents 
occured within half an hour of 
each other in the early morning 
hours at the border on Treptower 
Strasse, in the Kreuzberg Bor- 
rough. 


The American commander in 
Berlin, Maj. Gen. Albert E. Wat- 
son II, at a meeting with Col. 
Andrei I. Solovyev, Soviet com- 
mander in East Berlin, rejected 
“out of hand’’ Soviet assertions 
that West Berlin was located on 
the territory of East Germany. 


Col. Solovyev called on Gen. 
Watson to protest against what 
he described as incidents in which 
“West Berlin rowdies, assisted by 
American personnel” had held up 
Soviet officers on their way to 
the Air Safety Center in West 
Berlin. He coupled this with a 
warning that the opertaion of the 
four-power Air Safety Center 
might be disrupted. 


The Soviet colonel appeared em- 
barrased,, however, because the 
East German press agency, ADN, 
had leaked the report of his pro- 
test a day ahead. He told Gen. 
Watson it was “strange” that 
ADN should have had a prema- 
ture report Monday, but offered 
no explanation.

*‘We must now take those steps 
which prudent men find essen- 
tial,” he said. ‘““‘We have no other 
choice in fulfillment of the re 
sponsibilities of the U.S. govern- 
ment to its own citizens and to 
the security of other free na- 
tions.”

Russia exploded three bombs in the 
atmosphere within a week after break- 
ing the test ban. 


So the world can see who is causing 
the fall-out, just as it saw who broke the 
ban on tests. 


“Let it soak in,” Secretary Rusk said. 
While protecting the nation’s security 
now with renewed underground tests, the 
President continues to show concern for 
the unborn generations of the world by 
restraining himself from the air-pollut- 
ing tests of the Soviet sort. 

This is diplomatic initiative of the 
most emphatic kind. Only the blind can 
fail to see the monstrous blame resting 
on the Soviets—fastened there relent- 
lessly by the Kennedy policy. 

National security may not permit us 
to forego atmospheric tests indefinitely if 
Russia continues them. But world opin- 
ion, mobilized by America’s lead, may not 
stand for Russia’s continuance of them. 

The neutral nations meeting at Bel- 
grade showed a disappointing hesitancy to 
condemn Russia for breaking the test 
ban. The Kennedy policy keeps their 
noses in Russia’s guilt, however. The 
opinion of their peoples will not readily 
stomach Russia’s lone role as generator 
of fall-out. The most anti-American 
among them can find no handhold for 
shifting this blame to the United States. 


Slowly the neutrals seem to be shoul- 
dering their duty as middlemen to en- 
courage a responsible settlement at 
Berlin.

What makes them do it? It is more than a drive for power. It 
is generally more altruistic than a search for venal gain. John F. 
Kennedy once wrote that a true politician must be driven by a love 
of self—and he meant it in its ultimate and respectable context, 


not selfishness but self-respect. 


Surely defeat hurts most in the spirit of a man possessing the 
highest self-respect. Many of the good candidates in the current city 
races will be hurt by the voters’ choices. Many voters themselves 
sense the ruthlessness of the requirement to choose between such men. 

Still the candidates run, giving us that choice we expect in a 
democracy. It’s a common thing to knock all politicians for the sins 
of the sorry few. This is just a note to suggest the good ones are 


pretty courageous men.

U.S. Is Contident 
Of Arms Lead 


WASHINGTON — As crisis week succeeds 


crisis week in this uneasy time, 


is heard again and again from ordinary people 
and again is raised in their letters.

‘‘What can I do to help?’’ The 


best help any man or woman can give to the country just now is to 


keep steadily at work, to stay as 
not to worry too much. 

This is no pollyanna advice. 
It is based on a roundup of infor- 
mation direct from the highest 
sources in this government. For 
our top leaders now see the situa- 
tion realistically to be as follows: 

The greatest and most basic of 
all facts in the cold war is that 
the United States is wholly confi- 
dent—does not merely guess or 
hope—that our atomic striking 
power is at least four times that 
of the Soviet Union and possibly 
10 times. 

Nikita Khrushchev, in breaking 
the ban on testing of new nuclear 
weapons for which he himself had 
agitated so long, was acting more 
from reckless weakness than 
strength. In the process, he has 
practically written off the years 
of effort given by international 
communism to promoting anti- 
Western attitudes among the neu- 
tral countries, 

Looking back over the last 
score of urgent days, the estimate 
of highly responsible men here 
is that Khrushchev broke the nu- 
clear test agreement with us in 
the spirit of a man who begins to 
hit about wildly because things are 
not going well for him. 

Because we have a tendency to 
give the devil even more than his 
due, the crucial point has been 
largely lost that matters have

When, two weeks ago, President 
Kennedy sent fresh American 
troops into Berlin—and sent Vice- 
President Johnson to symbolize 
them—the real showdown began. 
What the United States did was 
not merely to call Khrushchev’s 
opening bet; we raised that bet, 
our chips being the troop rein- 
forcements. He had his chance 
to try to halt those troops at 
the Communist-controlled check- 
points leading into Berlin. That 
pot went to us. 


The situation now comes to this: 
Our atomic predominance over 
the Soviet Union — never mind 
Khrushchev’s boasts of. super- 
super bombs—is so vast as to be 
almost decisive. Moreover, this 
predominance will increase when 
we resume testing—which we can 
do with great speed and ease. 

Every rational estimate, there- 
fore, is that Khrushchev is not 
really going to challenge this 
power by war. He will go on 
trying to do elsewhere what he 
nearly did in West Germany at 
the beginning — to break allied 
morale. Kennedy, Johnson, Clay 
and the troops restored West Ger- 
man morale. 


Britain’s Nue Alfabet May 
Speed Ability to Read 


In The Gainesville Daily Times 


Although we've seen many facetious takeoffs on new spelling 
and printing forms, the British plan a full-scale experiment with a 
“nue alfabet’” in teaching youngsters to read. The new alphabet, 
with 4 of the old characters and 19 new ones will be used to teach 
1,000 youngsters in 24 English schools how to read. When these 
children reach the age of seven they will switch over to the regular 


alphabet. Developers of the new 


system think they can learn to 


read in half the time needed at present. 


Principally, the new system 
scraps letters that have more 
than one sound. English, I am 
told by people who have had to 
learn it as a “foreign’’ language, 
is devilishly hard because it can’t 
be described in firm rules. For 
instance, what rule governs the 
use of “‘ough’’? There’s cough, 
through, enough . . . and others. 
Only memory and constant use 
teaches us the right pronunciation 
for these words which are spelled 
alike but pronounced differently. 


has different sounds, new sym- 
bols are used. For example, ‘‘th’’ 
has one sound in “think” and a

“t” has a tail extending below 
the line and the hard ‘‘th’’ has its 
tail turned to the left, opposite to 
normal. 

Spelling is completely phonetic.

The normal alphabet, such as 
we are using in The Times, does 
not contain the new symbols and 
so we can only approximate it 
with normal printing equipment.

Tax Rate in DeKalb 
Will Match 1960's 


By HAROLD MARTIN JR 
True to their word, DeKalb County commissioners 
Tuesday set the same tax rate for the coming year as 


they did last year. 


The tax rate, including general 


county purposes and schools. will 
stay at $3.24 for every. $100 of 


assessed valuation of all taxable 


property in the county. 


More than half the money— 
$1.05—will go to schools—$1.35 for 
operation and maintenance of 
schools and the educational sys- 
tem and 30 cents for paying prin- 
cipal and interest on the bonded 
indebtedness of the DeKalb Coun- 
ty School District. Only property 
in the county school district will 
be taxed for schools. 


GENERAL OPERATIONS 


Under general county operations 
the county has alloted 20 cents to 
retire the county’s bonded indebt- 
edness, 20 cents for the Fulton- 
DeKalb Hospital Authority, 82 
cents for county services, 20 cents 
for sanitation and 17 cents for fire 
protection. 


The tax schedule was passed 
despite a protest of Commission- 
er J. O. Bowen that the county 
school board did not submit an 
itemized proposed budget to the 
commissioners. 


The commissioners, in a morn- 
ing session to conduct business 
left over from the last regular 
meeting, also set Oct. 10 as final 
date for the $22.9 million bond 
referendum, approved the con- 
struction of a demonstration fall- 
out shelter on the courthouse lawn 
and awarded the contract for the 
county’s industrial brochure. 


CONTRACT FOR BROCHURE 


Contract for the brochure was 
awarded to Bowen Press Inc. of 
which Commissioner Bowen is a 
stockholder. The award of the 
$6,000 contract was recommended 
by the advertising agency han- 
dling the county’s industrial pro- 
motien campaign. 

(Under the 1956 law establish- 
ing the DeKalb County govern- 
mental form, no commissioner or 


other officer of the government | 


may have a financial interest ‘in 
any contract to which the county 
is a party.

A Shower 
Blotches 
His Skin 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Molner: Every time 
my husband takes a shower his 
body gets red blotches. Does 
this mean anything? 


The water is not too hot. I 
know he doesn’t burt himself. 
The blotches are different sizes 
and appear all over. In about 


an hour or so they all disap- 
pear.—Mrs. O. 


You don’t say anything about 
a tub bath causing the same 
thing, so I suppose it doesn’t. 


This condition has all the char- 
acteristics of dermatographia or 
“skin writing.” 

It’s a situation in which the 
skin, for reasons not too well un- 
derstoon, is unduly sensitive to 
pressure—in this case, from a 
scrub brush or the water. 


Some people are like that — 
scratching the fingernails across 
the skin produces welts or hives. 
Hence “skin writing.” 


Another possibility concerning 
the shower is that the skin is un- 
duly sensitive to changes in tem- 
perature. This is true of occasion- 
al individuals. 

There’s nothing to worry about 
in this matter. It’s just a curios- 
ity. However, in view of the like- 
lihood that it is basically related 
to an allergy of a special kind, 
another possibility is that he 
might try using one of the anti- 
histamine drugs a few hours be- 
fore showering. It might prevent 
or subdue the blotchy appear- 
ance. 


My 9-year-old son has Legg- 
Perthes disease. The doctor 


>| says it will take three years to 


cure itself if he stays on his 
crutches. Unfortunately he 
doesn’t stay on his crutches all 
the time. I am worried about 
what will happen to him if he 
insists on walking on the leg.— 
Mrs. N. B. Jr. 


Legg-Perthes disease is a dis- 
order of the hip in children, and 
it does heal by itself — but it 
heals quickest if allowed to rest. 
Keeping weight off the hip is im- 
portant. 


Between you and me, I dare 
say your doctor gave you the 
three-year estimate because he 
is aware that boys of 9 or so 
aren't very good about following 
orders to use crutches. 


Your best bet, I think, is to tell 
your boy that if he uses his 
crutches all the time he may be 
able to discard them sooner than 


|three years. That’s hard to ex- 


plain to a boy but try it. The 
more he walks on the leg, the 
longer it will take to heal.

Salute Confederates

Georgia women this month will pay tribute to 
native sons killed in the Civil War battles of Gettys- 


burg and Antietam. 


Gov. Ernest Vandiver and Secretary of State 
Ben Fortson will accompany a delegation of Georgia 
women to the historic battlefields for dedication cere- 
monies honoring the soldiers. 


Ceremonies to dedicate the 
first Georgia monuments on the 
two historic battlefields have 
been set for 11 a.m. Wednes- 
day, Sept. 20, and Thursday, 
Sept. 21, at Antietam National 
Battlefield, Sharpsburg, Md., 
and Gettysburg National Mili- 
tary Park, Gettysburg, Pa., re- 
spectively. 

The monuments—two 16-feet 
tall shafts of highly polished 
Georgia blue granite — were 
commissioned last spring by the 
governor and General. Assem- 
bly as part of Georgia’s Cen- 
tennial commemoration. 


“Georgia” is engraved bold- 
ly across the top of the monu- 
ment along with the state seal. 
The inscription reads: 

“We sleep here in obedience 
to law. When duty called, we 
came;..when country called, we 
died.”’ 

The memorials will honor the 
more than 3,000 Georgia infan- 
trymen killed at Gettysburg out 
of a force of 10,800 Georgians 
employed there, and those killed 
at Antietam. 


Mrs. Forrest E. Kibler of At- 
lanta was named chairman of 
the committee to select the 
monument and set up dedica- 
tion ceremonies. Committee 
members, all leaders of the 
Georgia United Daughters of 
the Confederacy, include Mrs. 
Max S. Flynt, Decatur; Mrs. C. 
Robert Walker, Griffin; Mrs. L. 
Cary Bittick, Forsyth; Mrs. Ed- 
gar M. Lancaster, Shady Dale, 
and Mrs. W. B. Smith, Barnes- 
ville. 


Mrs. Mary Givens Bryan, di- 
rector of the Georgia Depart- 
ment of Archives and Records, 
has assisted in the project and 
will have a part in the dedica- 
tion cerémonies.

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Why, Birdie, Why? 


NEW YORK—George Robert Tebbetts has cast 
doubt on his reputation as one of baseball’s smartest 
and shrewdest operatives. He has left his impregnable 
post as executive vice president of the Miiwaukee 
Braves and moved into the exposed position of manager 
where snipers will have clear shots at him and where 
the mortality rate is high. 


“Managing a ball club,” said this same Birdie Tebbetts many 
years ago, “is a job a man accepts in the full knowledge that it will 
end eventually by his being fired.”’ 


How come then that Tebbetts, the holder of a degree in philos- 

omy 5 fromi Providence College, could take a step so contrary to sound 

via philosophic principles? The news that 

+ Birdie had left his cool swivel chair 

¢ for the dugout hot seat left the baseball 

- world aghast. Why? One way to find 
- out was to ask him. 


“It wasn’t worth purchasing se- 
curity at the price I was paying,” 
said the chipper Birdie over the 
phone from his Milwaukee home. 
“For the past six months I’ve been 
wondering where I was going and 
what I was doing. Eventually I 

“* would have been president of the 
F~— ball «club but that would have 

i i. moved me still further away from 
the game I love. For the first time 
in my life I had no end to the rain- 
bow. I wasn’t happy in what I was 
doing.”’ 


So he resigned after almost three 
years as executive vice president and 
replaced Charlie Dressen as manager. This dropped him two pegs in 
the Braves’ hierarchy, placing him below his close friend and hither- 
to second in command, Johnny McHale, the general manager. 


—So, Who Wants To Be President? 


“‘When I became executive vice president,”’ explained Birdie, 
“John Quinn resigned as general manager. I was toying with the 
idea of hiring a businessman to handle that end of our affairs and 
serving as general manager myself. But Lou Perini said no, that- he 
was grooming me for the presidency. Since Lou owns the ball club, 
I acceded to his wishes. 


“Now I know that I'd never want a higher post in baseball 
than that of general manager. They are the career men who run 
the show and I was a notch above them, asking owners about 
their health but not being as integral a part of the game as I 
would have preferred. People would mention trades to me and 
I'd have to tell them to see McHale. I couldn’t interfere with 
Johnny or I’d have been a horrible boss. The writers would talk 
to me like they’d talk to an owner and when I can’t say what 
I want to say I’m unhappy.” 


The switch in jobs certainly was a stunner. 


“I know,” said Birdie. ““Yesterday in Chicago Jim Enright 
grabbed me. ‘Why, Birdman, why?’ he asked. I told him the same 
things I’m telling you. ‘What does the Mother Superior say about 
it?’ he said. He was referring to my wife, Mary. ‘She married me 
for better or for worse,” I said, ‘but she’s still willing to go along 
with me for the ride.’ I discussed it with her and she told me to do 
what I wanted to do. I know all about the security the other job 
had but it wasn’t worth what I had to go through to get it.”’ 


There was a verve and a note of excitement to Birdie’s voice as 
he talked. When he was encountered in San Francisco during the 
All-Star game in July, he had seemed to have lost much of the 
sparkle which had made him gne of the game's liveliest conversa- 
tionalists. Perhaps he already had begun to wrestle with the big 
decision. 


—Security’s Good, But Happiness .. . 
‘TI know I can manage,”’ he said eagerly. 


He sure can. He took over the dismal Cincinnati Reds in 1954 
and manipulated them into the fiercest of pennant contenders within 
three years. In 1958, however, everything went wrong at once and 
fan pressures were intense, especially on Gabe Paul, then the Red- 
leg general manager and Birdie’s friend. There was only one way 
to relieve that pressure. Birdie announced his decision to his wife. 


“Honey,” he said, ‘‘I owe it to Gabe to get him off the spot. 
I’m going to chuck it. I’m quitting.” 


“When do we start packing?” she said, a loyalist. But back to 
Birdie. 

‘‘I don’t think Bob Scheffing will last as Detroit manager for the 
next 50 years,”” he said, whimsy taking over. “‘But he sure is making 
a strong impression. He’ll never lack for a job. 


‘Outsiders just can’t understand why a manager will lose a $40,- 
000 a year job and take one as a coach for $15,000, waiting for the 
opportunity to come back to the big time again in the top spot. May- 
be it’s something that gets in your bloodstream. 


“It’s a strange thing. But baseball is made up of strange 
characters such as myself, Frankie Frisch, Jimmie Dykes and 
the like. I wouldn’t want it to be otherwise.” 


Security is wonderful but happiness is priceless. Since Tebbetts 
couldn’t have both as executive vice president, he took the one with 
the greater appeal. More power to him.

NEW YORK (# — The Detroit 
Lions, seeking a power - running 
back to bolster their offensive 
forces, acquired John Olszewski 
from the Washington Redskins 
Tuesday as National Football 
League teams pared their rosters 
to reach the 38-man player limit. 


Olszewski, a nine-year NFL vet- 
eran, went to the Lions in a 
straight player deal for end Steve 
Junker, who played on Detroit’s 
1957 championship squad but has 
been hampered by a bad knee 
since then. 


Olszewski, who also played for 
the Chicago (now St. Louis) Car- 
dinals after starring as a col- 
legian for California, saw only 
limited service during the 1960 
campaign, carrying the ball 75 
times for 227 yards and three 
touchdowns. 


The Lions also asked waivers on 
reserve back Ken Webb, who suf- 
fered a back injury in an exhibi- 
tion game last weekend. 


In other moves, the Baltimore 
Colts placed injured halfbacks 
Alex Hawkins and Jerry Hill on 
waivers to reach the player limit, 
the San Francisco 49ers cut two 
veterans and the Cleveland Browns 
traded three linemen. 


The 49ers asked waivers on 
tackle Henry Schmidt, former 
Southern California standout with 
three years experience, and line- 
backer Jerry Wilson, a three 
year man from Auburn. They also 
released tackle Bob McCreary and 
end Ola Murchison. 


The Browns sent rookie end 
Dick Lage to the Redskins for a 
future draft choice and shipped 
linebacker Dick Grecni and offen- 
sive tackle Paul Dickson to the 
new Minnesota Vikings in ex- 
change for two draft choices.

PROLONGED UPSWING 


The rise of general business ac- 
tivity, with benefit of government 
spending, may well prove to be 
the most prolonged upswing of the 
postwar period, it adds. 


The firm points out that the in- 
flationary possibilities inherent, in 
expected large budget deficits 
should be apparent, and that mon- 
ey is cheap and plentiful and 
probably will tighten more slowly 
than during recent cyclical revi- 
vals. 


“These constructive factors 
should soften the effects of further 
shocks in the war of nerves over 
Berlin, especially since informed 
observers generally seem of the 
opinion that these will not lead to 
a shooting war and certainly not 
to a nuclear holocaust,” Kidder 
says. 


RECORD-BREAKING YEAR 


Shearson, Hammill & Co. ob- 
serves that the prospective 
strength in such key industries as 
automobiles, chemicals, steel, ar-

Dividend reductions dropped 
from 20 to 12 and omissions 
from 19 to 16.

WASHINGTON (®# — The com- 
merce department Tuesday re- 
ported business sales fell by $300 
million in July—the first setback 
since recovery from the reces- 
sion began late last winter. 


The sales drop from June low- 
ered total deliveries to $58.4 bil- 
lion in July. 


During the same month, the re- 
port said, businessmen increased 
the inventories by about $300 mil- 
lion. This was the largest of four 
straight monthly increases which 


have added $800 million to stocks | @ 


since March. 


Manufacturing sales rose by | %

lion. However, this was more 
than offset by a decline in de 
liveries by wholesalers and re 
tailers. 


Retail sales were down $100 mil- 
lion to $18 billion. The only groups 
bucking the downtrend were de- 
partment stores, furniture and 
appliance dealers, lumber and 
hardware dealers, service sta- 
tions and drugstores. 


Department store sales were 
up $30 million to $1.2 billion. 


Sales of wholesalers declined 
more sharply—by $300 million to 
$12 billion. 


About half the July inventory 
rise was in manufacturing where 
the increases were concentrated 
in the durable goods groups. Re- 
tail inventories also increased but 
there was no significant change 
in stocks of wholesalers.
